Pope being advertiſed by ſome fervent and. zealous Ro- 
maniſts, and that hereby in' time his adherents would by 
little and. little wholly conſociate themſelves with our 
Church, and fo. all hope would be loſt by a home-party, 
of zeducing this Kingdom unto his SubjeRion, out of 
which his Predeceſſors had gathered ſuch rich Treaſures, 
Pins Onintws, to prevent fo great a Damage unto the 
See of Rome, and for this purpoſe to make an open Schiſm 
between his devoted Vaſlals, and her Majeſties dutiſul and 
faichtul SubjeAs, he ſent Morercn, an £xgliſp Prielt, ro 
declare by his Papal Authority unto the then Earls of 


Northumberland and weſtmerland, upon witom raulti- - 


tudes of Popiſh People in the North were dependant, 
that Queen Elizabeth was an Heretique, (and therefore 
that they ought to have no communion with her in civil 
affairs, much leſs in retigiovs) becauſe, by being an Here- 
tique, ſhe was fuln from all Dominion and Power, and 
they were uot compelled to obey her Laws and Command- 
ments. 

Whereupon they raiſed an Army of (a) four thou. 
ſand Footmen,and ſix hundred Horſe,for the maintenance 
of the Liberty of their Conſcience, and the Reformation 
of Religion, pretending they Were driven to take this en- 
terpriſe in-hand, left otherwiſe Forreign Priuces micht take 
it upon them , to the great ou of thu Realm : which 
Farces were ſoon vanquiſhed, and one!y ſome chief Con- 
ſpirators receiving condign puniſhment for their Rebe!- 
lion: other Papiſts that did not partake in this ſeditious 
commotion (chrough the graciovs difpofition of her Ma- 
jeſty) enjoyed the ſame Liberty they did before. 

But Pics Dui1tus was neither mitigated by her Maje- 
ſties clemency, nor daunted with the ill ſucceſs-of his

No: for Saint Paul! writing his Epiſte 
unto the Romans *living under che ſame Emperour, 
commandeth * every ſoul to be ſubjet wnta the big Ver pow 
ers,and not becauſe of wrath, not out of fear of outward 
force, or violence, but for eonſciemce [ake 3 and for that 
theſe higher powers are the O-/dinance of GOD, the Mi- 
nifters of GOD. Andthis is, as the ſame Apoſtle elſe- 
where almoniſheth, to yield obedience unto then 
from the heart, as ſerving the Lord and not men. 

Which heavenly do@rine of the Apoſtles was efte.- 
ward often iterated by the Fathers of the Primitive 
Church in their Writings, leaſt by the fraud of Satan 
it might ſlip out of the minds of ch- faithful, Faſtin 
Martyr, in the name of the Chriſtians in his dayes, 
faith unto Antoninas, an unhelieving Emperour, and 
a * perſecutor; © We only a lore GOD, and in all otber 
thizgs ( not of conftraine but cheerfully perform ſer- 
rice unto you: And Auguſtine : The powers that are, are 
of GOD: hence we honour a Gentile placed in. power, 
alth\ugh be. bimſelf, who holding Gods Order gi- 
veth thanks unto the Devil ,, be unworthy : for the 
power requireth it , and deſerveth honour, as ordained of 
GOD. -

Imperial command over them, becaiiſe he was a Chri- 
ſtian,and they Pagans, * all of theme with one voice made an- 
ſwer And we are Chriſtians, It was not then for want of 
power they obeyed, but rather;as* Auguſtine writeth of 
chem, They were ſubje@ unto J1) jantheir temporal Lord, for

If Subje&sare obliged induty,and out of conſcience, 
cheerfully to obey tyrannons, nnbelicving, beretical, apofta- 
tical Princes,as Powers ordained of God ,with what alacri- 
ty then ſhould we ke in all things oblequious unto our 
gracious and religions Soveraign ? Gracions, as being like 
nnto GOD, whoſe Vicegerent he is in this,that his cle- 
mency an 1 mercy i over all þzs workg : Religions, in that 
he is 2a zealous pro-:ngner of the ancient and Catholick 
Faich,not cnly by bis Kingly power and authority, bur 
likewiſe by the learned pen of a ready Writer. 
Noewithfianding ſomeare ſoblinded with the Ro-

Theodidattus, The Biſhop of Rome cannot diſpenſe 
with the Law of Nature ; which * from the firſt begin- 
ning of the reaſonable creature is unchangeable , nor with 
the Moral Law of GOD, * whoſe Precepts are in- 
diſpenſable. But the duty of SubjeRts in obedience unto 
their Soveraign , is grounded upon the Law of Nature , 
beginning wich our firſt beginning. For as we be born 
Sons , ſov:e are born Subjets; his Sons, from whoſe 
loyns; his Subjets, in whoſe Dominions we are born. 
The ſame duties of Subje&s are alſo enjoyned by the 
Moral Law , and particularly ( as you ſhewed in the 
very entrance unto this our Conference ). in che fifth 
Commandment, Honor thy Father axd thy Mother: where, 
as we are required to honor tt Fathers of private Fa- 
milies, ſo much more the Father of our Countrey and 
the whole Kingdom. And as the Biſhop of Rome can- 
not diſpenſe with theſe Laws impoſing upon us Obedi- 
ence unto His MAJESTY, fo neither with the 
Oach we take to perſevere in this Obedience. When 
David ſaid ,, I have © ſworn that I will keep thy righteous 
Fudgements , if the Biſhop of Rome had been then in his 
fulneſs of power , could he have diſpenſed with this 
Oath > And ſo if any now, by the example of David, 
ſwear to keep Gods righteous Judgements of not com- 
miting Adultery , or of honoreng their Parents, and Magi- 
firates ;, he cannor free chem from this Oath : bur if we 
violate both theſe Commandments, we are as well Re- 
bels, as Adulterers, h 

Philalerhes. Ate not the Excommunications of the Biſhop 
of Rome of more force to looſe the bond of Allegiance, than bis 
Diſpenſations ? 

Theodidatiuns, Theſe likewiſe have no power to work 
this effz&t, FExcommunication upon a contempt unto 
the Church , doth not make a man worſe than an © Erh- 
wick : but you have heard rhat both Saint Peter and Saint 
Paul , earnelitly. exhort us to - l\ubje& unto —

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and Echnick Princes ; and therefore we may alſo yield 
obedience unto excommunicated Princes : beſides, Ex-

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f {eryant : Kings are as * Fathers, and ſubjedts as ſons ; 
for ſo King Ezechias was a Father over the Fathers of his 
eople; even the Prieſts; and therefore much more 
over the reſt of his ſubje&s. As then Excommunicacion 
dorh nor diſſolve the bond of Duty between Fathers and 
Fore, of Service between, Maſters and Servants, no more 
Jorh ir the bond of Fidelity between Pr:;nces and their 
Sbjetts. And lo at length I have proved unto you, that 
neither ſuppoſed Crimes in Princes, as Tyranny , Trfice- 
lity, Herefir, Apoſtaſie;, nor the Epiſcopal Acts of Diſpen- 
{atien, and Excommunicatics, ; and ſo, inefte& , that no- 
thing can free SubjeQs from cheir Fidelity and Allegi- 
ance une their Prinee. 

Philaleches. Norhing ! The Seal of Confellion doth at 
leaſt in part free ſome Subjeds from ſpecial Drities of Obedi- 
ence unto thetr Soveraign; as Prieſts ſrem revealing Trea- 
ſons, and Conſpiractes which they know, a: Ghoſtly Fathers, 
from the-peniteut. For if Conſpiracies or Treaſons be known 
unto 4 Prieſt in Confeſsion, the Bond thereof doth binde him to

Theedidatus, Tf Prieſts in ConfeiFons do underſtand 
of Treaſons and other enormous Offences , encanper- 
ins the publick Safety of the Chrrch or Common-weal 
as G OD. ardas his Vicars; then they are co imitate 
GOD, whom they w- uld reprefſert, inthe diſcovering 
of the'e grievous Crimes. For GOD always dorh at- 
tra miraculous manrer , and (as it were } by his own 
Immed!ate 
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immediate fnger, bring to light crying Sins, when they 
are done in ſecret, and for a time are inwrapped in 
darkneſs. 
Did he not by the Birds of the Air deteR che Mur- 
ther of * 1bycw? And becauſe the perſons of Princes are * 715,%,  pe- 
more ſacred than the perſons of private men, GO D ij, vinde x > 
hach made a ſpecial promiſe in his Word , that he will /#*! «ltivolans 
dere& * Curſes , conceived onely in the heart, againſt {37 4020 
Kings, by the fowls of the Heaven (that is) after a ſtrange 1 
and miraculous manner, if by ordinary means they ſhall 
not be revealed. And therefore ſome Prieſts of Fraxce 
have dereQed intendments of Treaſon,onely in chought 
heard by them in Confeſſion : and the Aurhors of cheie 
intendments have been puniſhed wich death. A * Gere | z,z;, 1;3. + 
tlewan of Normandy in France confeſſed unto a Frier de R:pub.ca.s 
Minor , that he had once a Reſolution to murtcher King 
Francis , and that he repented*of his wicked purpoſe. 
The Frier gave him Abſolution, bur revealed his wicked 
purpoſe unto the King : and after deliberation had 
thereof in the Parliament of Pars, the Gentleman was 
executed ; and the Frier not puniſhed with any Cenſure 
of the Church for his deteRion. 
Prieſts then are in GODS ſtead, whiles they hegr 
Penitents confeſling their fins , not to conceal theſe fins 
if they be enormous and dangercus unto the publick 
State ; but according to their Commitlion , (whoſe fins 
ye ® remit, they are remitted) to declare unto them the re- 1 John 20. 
mittion of their ſins, as they are offences onely againſt 
GOD, and before his heavenly Tribnnal. 
Philalethes. Bur che Law of the Church commandeth 
Prieſts to conceal all ſuch ſins 4s come unto their knowledge by . ,

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Law of the whole Church, it is but an Fccleſiaftical Law. 
Now if Duties enjoyned by GOD himſelf in his Moral 
Law, as not todo any manner of work upon the Sabbath day, 
may be omitted by our * Saviors Commandment, to ſave 
the life of a beaſt : May not ſome things, impoſed onely 
by an Eccleſiaflical Law, be negle&ed for ſaving the Life 
of a King , upon whom ſo many lives depend 2 So that 
neither the Seal of Confeſs:0n doth free us from any part 
of the duties of Allegiance into our Soveraign. 

Philalethes. Tf the Bond of Allegiance from Subjefts un- 
to their Prince is ſo involable , that nothing, ns not the Seal 
of Confeſſion, can diſſelye it; i there no means to ftay the 
fury of 4 Soveraign Commander, if he ſbould be ſo tyr.an- 
nous and profane, as to endeavour to oppre(ſs the whole 
Church at once, and utterly to extinguiſh the light of Chri- 
ſtian Religion ? 

Theod:daFtus. Princes in their rage may endeayour 
wholly to deſtroy Chriſts Church : bur in vain , be- 
cauſe Chriſt bath ſo built ir upon a *® rock, rhar the 
ſtrength and gates of bell ſhall not ever fo far prevail 
againſt it , as quite to vanquiſh it. And when they do 


labour to effe& ſohainous an Impiery,the onely means we 


haveto appeaſe their fury, is ſerious repentance for our 
fins, which have bronghe this chaſtiſement upon us; and 
humble Prayer unto G OD, who guideth the hearts of 
Princes like Rivers of waters. You know how before the 
coming of CHRIST, the viſible Church was onely 
among(t the Jewes; and char, whiles they were Ca- 
ptives under the Perftan Morarchs, Aſſuerus at the in- 
ſtigation of Haman, ſent forth a Decree ro * deſtroy them 
all, both young and oid , children and women , in one day. 


Here the whole Church by che barbarous Deſignment 


ef Afuerns, ſeemed co bein the very Jaws of Deach, 
yet they. take no Arms, they conſult not how to'poiſon 
Aſſuerus or Haman, they animate no deſperate pe-::ſon 


rEfþ.cep.4. fuddenly to ſtab chem, bur there was onely * grear ſorrow 


amongft 
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amongſt them , and ſaſling , and weeping, many lying in 4 
ſack-cloth and aſhes, to humble chemſelyes under che 
mighty hand of G O D for their fins, and to avert his 
wrath banging over their heads, by the cruelty of ſo 
bloody a Tyrant. 
And che ancient Chriſtians, upon the like occaſions, 
imitaced .theſe Jewes. For when they were threatned 
by Fulian the Apoſtata, with an utter Extintion of 
Chriſtianity , they hindred and © repreſſed him with their ( Nazienz.ora, 
rears, having this onely remedy againſt the Perjecuter, If any 1-in Julian. 
cherefcre are oppreſled with the Tyranny of their Su- 
pream Governors , /er them (ſaith * Sarisburievſis, even c 156.8.c4.20 
in the darkneſs of Popery) flie unto the patronage of 
GODS mercy, and with devout Prayer tum away the 
whip wherewtth they are ſco.rged : * For the ſins of 0, enders, * peccara e- 
are the ſtrength of T1rants.. n'm delingquen- 
Philalethes. To be freed from Tyranny and Oppreſsion in _ in 
this world, is a temporal benefit : and many times GOD A 
hearkneth not unto our prayers for temporal benefits, How 
then are faithful and leyal Subjefts to comfort themſelves, 
againſt the preſſures of mercileſs Tyrants ? 
Theodid.ctus. Their onely comfort in this caſe , is 
that which Saint Angnſtine long ſince miniſtred unto 
chem. The rod of ſinners ( faith he ,, ſpeaking of wicked 
Maſters. and Magiſtrates ) l:eth heavy upon the lot of the 
righteous ;, but not for ever. The time will. come when one 
GOD ſhall be acknowledged : The time will come when one 
CHRIST, appearing in his brightneſs, ſhall gather before 
him all Nations , and ſever them, as a Pa{'or ſevereth his 
Geats ſrom the Sheep , and place his Sheep wpon his right 
hand, and I Geats upon his left» And then thou ſhalt ſee 
many ſervants, and labjeas, amongſt the Sheep , and many 
maſiers, and Princes, amongſt the Goats : aud again many 
maſiers, and Princes, amongſt the Sheep, and many ſubjes 
and ſervants amcrgſt the Goats, So that when all other 


helps and comforts do fail diſtrefled Shbjes ; the _ |

of Judgement,the end of all tranſitory things, will bring 
an end unto their ſorrows. 

Philaleches. With this end of al! things, 1 pray you, let 
us end this our Conference ; beſeeching GOD ſo to afjjedt 
the hearts both of Princes and Subje&s, with 4 ſerious 
and frequent cogitation of this laſt Judgement, that they 
in Governing , theſe in Obeying, both im all ther aftions, 
and whatſoever they do, may (with Saint Hierome) hape 
the voice of the Archangel always ſounding in their eres, 
Ariſe from che dead, and come unto Judgement,
